“The southern: part. of the - Prairie 
Provinces ‘suffered last summer. from 
a rather : severe outbreak of tent 
eaterpillans, poplar bluffs and shade 
trees ‘being: badly defollated in many 
Places; it ‘is probable that the same 
areas will Ibe: quite as severely affect- 
‘ed ‘during ithe ‘coming summer. 

_ The insects ‘causing the injury are 
the’ caterpillars of small brownish 
moths.: The'' imoths laid their eggs 
‘last’ summer in ring-like masses about 
the twigs of poplars and other broad- 
leaf trees,and in some cases scores 
of these ege-masses may be found on 
a single tree. Early next season, 
shontly after the poplar buds — open, 
the’ \caterpillars * will hatch’ from’ the 
ges and‘feed upon the young foliage. 
-When the attach id severe ‘the ° defoll- 
ation may be’ ‘complete, and although 
th& trees may develop follage again 
later in the season, they will be dis- 
figured for a great part of the sum- 
mer and very considerably weakdned 
by the injury. 

The defoliation to shade trees and 
shelter belts’ may be prevented by 
spraying the dnfested foliage as soon 
as the young aterpilars appear. 
Wherever injury {3 to be expected this 
year, prepatations for Prints 
sould be made in plenty of time, s 
that the treatment-may be appited 
when it! will do tthe most good. 

A suitable’ pump and a supply of 
arsenate of lead should be’ available 
before -the: ‘middle of May. A “bucket-

THE FRANCO-GERMAN DUEL 


The critical situation existing be- 
tween France and Germany shows no 
real signs of improvement. The 
Germans in the Ruhr district con- 
tinue ‘their policy of passive resis 
tance and isolated acts of annoyance 
and revenge towards the invaders. 
The French retaliate by arrests, fines, 
imprisonments and expulsions of 
prominent German officials, wholesale 
seizure of cash, a certain amount of 
plundering of property and a severe 
control of the population generally. 
In the meantime this vital industrial 
centre of Germany has almost ceased 
to work and produce anything, and 
the effect of the cessation is being 
very severely felt all over the rest of 
Germany, already in a _ precarious 
condition in spite of an appearance 
of temporary prosperity. The ogcil- 
pation is costing France considerable 
suing of money, but it looks as if it 
may be slowly reducing Germany to 


complete ruin. Neither side will 
vield while they can hold on. The 
main issue between them remains the 


+ same—Genmany struggling to avoid 


the just punishment inflicted on her 
for her provocation and conduct of 
the late war, France struggling to fire 


‘fiict such punishment and at the 


same time so to weaken her powerful 
enemy as to secure herself for the 
future. 

One development of the struggle 
has been the discussion of a general 
understanding or even an alliance be- 
tween Italy, France and _ Belginm. 
There are considerable difficulties in 
the way of such an understanding, as 
the feeling between France and Italy 
for years has been anything but good. 
On the other hand all three are, rough- 
ly speaking, Latin races with certain 
similar national characteristics. Their 
territories are adjacent. The popu- 
lation of Italy is increasing rapidly 
and has no satisfactory outlet for 
emigration. France is in great need 
of additional population. If such an 
alliance could .be made, it would 
mean that Germany would be faced 


by a population of over 100 millions,. 


a fact which taken in conjunction with 
her recent experience of what an 
aggressive policy of conquest has in- 
volved her in, might well serve ‘to 
curb her definitely and give to Europe 
something of the rest it needs so 
badly. tA curfous feature of such a 


“that it 
would involve:-the ‘practical reproduc- 
tion in.modern Europe ‘of ‘tthe ‘fron- 
tiers of the old Roman Dmpire, when 
the Rhine formed the banrier against 
the threatening German ‘tribes. 

To the student of history ‘this is all 
very ‘interesting, and yet there is 
something intensely pitiful and sor- 
did about these European squabbles. 
If-one looks at a map’ of.the world, 
Europe appears on it as a very insig- 
nificant fraction. Outside of Europe 
there are great continents more than 
half empty, undeveloped, full of un- 
measured resources and potential 
wealth, the development of which 
might well occupy peacefully the 
whole energies of mankind, the pos- 
session of which may some day cause 
a life and death struggle, not of coun- 
tries, but of continents. Yet the 
nations of Europe amongst whom still 
lies, or until a few years ago still 
lay the focus and centre of the 
world’s power and civilization, are 
engrossed in deadly struggles over a 
few miles of territory or some his- 
torical blood-feud. 

We stand conveniently removed by 
distance from their problems and 
troubles. It is not for us to adopt an 
attitude of complacent superiority to 
them. Under similar circumstances it 
is unlikely that we should behave 
any better ourselves. At the same 
time it is difficult sometimes not to 
think of the old story of Alexander 
the Great, when during the campaign 
in which he conquered Asia Minor, 
Persia and part of India, he received 
the news of a fierce and bloody bat- 
tle between two small Greek states. 
He turned to his staff and said to 
them: “Ib seems, gentlemen, that 
while we have been vonquering the 
world, there has been a battle of 
frogs and mice in Greece.” Will ‘tthe 
historian of the future say some- 
thing of the same sort about this 
Frauco-German struggle?

The recent debates at Ottawa on 
the question of immigration and the 
general policy of the government with 
respect to it are not inspiring. They 
are characterized by a spirit of over- 
caution, of rather ‘trivial calculations 
and of prudence which is akin to 
pettiness. The suggestion running 
through them has been that Canada 
should not bring in immigrants uu-, 
less there are jobs more or less wait- 
ing for them when they arrive. It 
was not thus ithat ithe Empire was 
founded, or that the Anglo-Saxon race 
secured its ‘hold on the great terri- 
tories of the world. The men who 
founded Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand or the United Sitates, shad 
no assurance .of safe jobs when they 
left the shores of Britain. All they 
knew was that great unoccupied coun- 
tries lay before them, and that they 
were prepared to face tthe difficulties 
and dangers in the hope oof even- 
tually finding there a home for them- 
selves and prosperity for their child- 
ren. In that spirit they braved the 
dangers, faced the hardships, and 
handed down ‘to us the splendid 
heritage we now enjoy. 

It is ‘impe sible that this) country 
should progress at anything like its 
proper rate unless it receives large! 
numbers of immigrants drawn for 
preference from the British Isles. 
One has only to look at the history 
of the growth of the United States to 
realize this. It is said ‘that the aver- 
age British town dweller cannot face

Do net, 
however, discourage ‘tthe potential im- 
migrant from relying on his own en- 
ergy and initiative to find a method 
of livelihood in this country of great 
undeveloped resources. Put at his 
disposal all possible information and 
assistance. Then let him fend for 
himself as was done in the past. The 
growth and prosperity of Canada will 
not be promoted by a policy which 
treats the problems of a dominion 
and an empire in the spirit of a 
petty trade union. 
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SHOULD BACHELORS BE TAXED?
